1 . AT DINNER PARTY LAST NIGHT, GENERAL CHANG HAN-KUANG, 

DIRECTOR, FOREIGN AFFAIRS DIVISION, NATIONAL POLICE ADMINISTRATION, 
MOI, IN RESPONSE TO QUESTION, TOLD ME THAT 

GOVERNOR HSIEH TUNG-MIN WAS RECOVERING WELL FROM INJURIES 
SUFFERED AS RESULT PACKAGE BOMB EXPLOSION OCT. 10. ACCORDING 
TO CHANG, HSIEH HAS NOT RPT NOT LOST HIS LEFT HAND 
(POSSIBLY ONLY 2 OR 3 FINGERS BADLY MANGLED) AND RIGHT HAND 
NOT SERIOUSLY DAMAGED. 

2. ON OCTOBER 29, DURING LUNCHEON HOSTED BY COMMANDER, US 
7TH FLEET, PREMIER CHIANG, IN RESPONSE TO MY QUESTION SAID 
HSIEH WAS DOING ALL RIGHT AND WOULD BE BACK IN OFFICE ON 
NOVEMBER2. SUBSEQUENTLY PREMIER'S AIDE TELEPHONED ME SAYING 
PREMIER HAD BEEN OVER-OPTIMISTIC AND THAT DOCTORS HAD ORDERED 
HSIEH TO REMAIN AT HOME FOR FEW ADDITONAL DAYS. 


3. GENERAL CHANG STATED THAT HE HAD NO DEFINITE 
INFORMATION ON PERPETRATOR(S) OF PACKAGE BOMB MAILINGS OR 
MOTIVATION, BUT THAT "HE EXPECTED THE CASE TO BE RESOLVED 
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
